BOUGHT BOGUS ADVERTISING TICKETS. 


Several Persons Who Wanted to Go to the 
Theater Cheap Are Themselves Sold. 

Several persons who were anxious to see the 

plays at the Schiller Theater and the Chicago 


| Opera-House last night at too cheap a rate 


were badly sold. About 200 persons presented 
themselves at these places last night bearing 
advertising privilege tickets as their right 
to admission. The tickets were found to be 
bogus and the bearers were plainly told that 


7 they had been neatly swindled. . 


One man who was going into the Schiller 
thought he had nothing to do but hand up his 
ticket and walkin. He was asked how he 
came by the ticket and at first he said it had 
been presented to him. On being told that it 
was worthiess and that the Schiller issues no 
such tickets he admitted that he bought 
thirteen of them at a dollar apiece from a 
man who had called at his saloon. 
The bogus Schiller ticket bears the name of 
M. Harvey as manager, while the correct 
name of that individual is Anson Temple. 
The 4ssistant man: 


had not called there. 


Assistant Manager W. F. Pagett of the Chi- 
cago Opera- House did not condole with those 
who presented bogus tickets there. On the 
contrary he berated them soundly and told 
them that themselves alone were responsible 
for the trick that had been played upon them. 
If you had not been mean enough, said he, 
„to be watching out for such a cheap way of 
going to see a play, the swindlers would have 
no inducement to get sucb tickets printed.“ 

Mr. Pageit thinks he will be able to locate 
one of the prime originators of the swindle. 
The ticket purporting to grant admission to 
the Chicago Opera-House bears the name of 
M. Davids as manager instead of David Hen- 
derson, and states that the location of the the- 
ater is on Randolph, near Clark street, instead 
of on Washington street.

KANSAS PRAIRIES SWEPT BY FIRE.

Several People Seriously Burned and Many 
Houses Destroyed. 

Garpen Crrr. Kas., March 13.—[Special. ]— 
Extensive prairie fires have been causing 
much damage in this vicinity in the last 
forty-eight hours and many houses and settlers 
have lost all or a large part of their buildings, 
household goods, hay, grain, and farming im- 
plements. So far nine cases are reported of 
families having lost everything but the cloth- 
ing on their bodiés, and S. F. Andersen and 
wife, an elderly couple living eight miles from 
town, were so badly burned that both will 
probably die. Several schoolhouses were also 

burned. The total losses will be large. 

Prarnvitie, Kas., March 13.—A prairie fire 
started yesterday in western Rooks County 
and waa driven by a furious gale southeast 
across Rooks into Ellis County. Nearly 
everything was swept away in ‘tne path of the 


fire, which was several miles wide. The Town 


of Palco was burned except three buildings. 
The total loss is about $8,000. Sylvester Scan- 
nel and Oscar Lillya, farmers near Ambry, 
were caught in the fire. The former’s cloth- 
ing was burned entirely off and he will die. 
The latter will recover. The buildings of 
Sam Wise, a farmer, were burned, with con- 
tents.

CRUSHES A LIFE OUT. 


FALLING WALLS INSTANTLY KILL 
OARPENTER A. F. BRIGGS.

The Accident Occurs at Nos, 73 and 75 
Twenty-second Street—The Contractors 
Tearing Down the Old Building Were 


Working Without a Permit, Saying 


They Did Not Think One Necessary— 
They Are Immediately Arrested—To 
Sue Owners of Unsafe Structures. 


By the sudden collapse of a portion of the 
walls of the two-story brick building, Nos. 73 
and 75 Twenty-second street, yesterday after- 
noon one man was killed and a dozen 
others narrowly escaped injury. The dead 
man is: 

BRIGGS, A. F., carpenter, Downer’s Grove; 
crushed beneath heavy timbers. 

Briggs and his fellow-workmen were en- 
gaged in tearing the building down, under the 
supervision of A. L. Burchard and Harry A. 
Towner, contractors, who were to erect upon 
its site another building for the owner, E. L. 
Brand. Burchard and Towner had no permit 
from the Building Department todo the work. 
They were arrested and taken to the Cottage 
Grove Avenue Station. Briggs’ body was 
taken to Sigmund’s morgue. 

The building at Nos. 73 and 75 "Twenty-sec- 
ond street is a two-story brick structure. The 
central portion of the building is considerably 
narrower than the front and rear paris. The 
structure was erected years ago and was last 
used as a carriage tactory. When the build- 
ing was vacated E. L. Brandi determined to 
improve the property. He caused plans to be 
prepared by Architect C. M. Palmer for a flat 
building with stores underneath. The con- 
tract for the brick work was awarded to Bur- 
chard & Towner, who were also given the job 
of removing the old building. 

No Authority to Do the Work. 


By their own admission, without any au- 
thority from the Building Department, they 
began nearly a week ago to raze the structure. 
They began operations from the alley side, 
leaving the front undisturbed. Beyond a 
little lumber and a tew tools which they placed 
in the wareroom in tront there was scarcely 
an indication to the pedestrian on Twenty- 
second street that wrecking operations were 
in progress in the rear.. The police: declare 
that the undisturbed condition of the front 
part of the building aroused no suspicion on 
their part that wrecking operations were in 
progress in the rear. 

Yesterday morning the work had progressed 
so far that the rear part of the building was 
well demolished. A long beam supported the 
floor joists. The beam had been jacked up by 
screws, and supported further, the contractors 
say, by false partitions. To help put up the 
latter Briggs was hired. He went to work 
yesterday morning. The men attacked the 
roof in the morning, and shortly after noon 
had a portion of it stripped off. At 2:30 
o’clock without warning the walls of the nar- 
ruwest part of the building and those in the 
front of the rear section of the structure col- 
lapsed, tearing down the floors and timbers. 
The east wall fell inward, the west slightly 
eastward. 

Crushed by an Immense Beam. 

Briggs was at work directly. under the spot 
where the heaviest timbers. smashed down- 
ward.. An immense pean ae on his chest 
and probably he died a immediately. 
Some of the other men were thrown off their 
feet, but none were injured. None was at 
work in that part of the building which col- 


lapsed save Briggs. 


recover the body of L Officers Mahoney 
and Taylor and two of the bystanders dragged 
away the heavy timbers and drew the body 
out. The chest was crushed, the right leg was 
twisted, and there were contusions on the face. 

Lieut. Healy learned from Burchard and 
Towner that they had no building permit and 
placed them under arrest. Hook and Ladder 
company No, 4 came up and with ropes and 
hooks made a vigorous attack upon the re- 
maining walls, and after three hours’ work 
pulled thein down tu a safe point. 

Burchard and Towner were not locked up 
in a cell in the Cottage Grove Avenue Station. 
A. F. Burchard admitted that he had no 
building permit and said he had intended to 
get one today. 

Pidn’t Think a Permit Necessary. 

J did not think it was necessary to have a 
permit,” said he. We were tearing the 
building down preparatory to erecting another 
and had done no ‘new work’ as I understand 
the term. We had reached a point where it 
became necessary to havé water connections 
and I had intended to go to the Building De- 
partment Tuesday morning. I cannot ac- 
count for the accident except on the ground 
that the walls had become weakened by the 
frost leaving them. Our work was carefully 
done and I thought that we had braced the 
walls more strongly than they needed.“ 

Lieut. Healy said he did not believe that the 
walis had been properly braced. He thought, 
on the contrary, that the means taken had 
weakened them. 

Burchard and Towner were booked for a 
violation of the building ordinance. 

Will Enforce Safety by Suit. 

Orders went out from the office of Louis 
O’Niell, Commissioner of Buildings, yesterday 
that owners of unsafe buildings must provide 
for public safety or stand suit. A list of build- 


r ings supposed to be in a dangerous condition 


has been prepared and in case warnings are 
not heeded suit will be begun. 

At No. 751 Washington boulevard inspectors 
were ordered to at once tear down the walls. 
The rest of Mr. O'Neill's force of inspectors 
was concentrated yesterday in the World’s 
Fair district and instructed to examine build- 
ings erected during the last few months.’ 

Before deciding that legal proceedings were 
prover Mr. O'Neill consuitea with Corporation 
Counsel Chetlain. He was advised that an 
action to enforce the penalty could be main- 
tained. The legal proceedings threatened by 
Mr. O'Neill are authorized by the existing 
building ordinance, and all his present plans 
are mapped out under that measure, It pro- 
vides that for every day a building is main- 
tained in a dangerous condition after being 
noticed by the Building Department a fine of 
$25 shall be imposed on the owners. 


TO TEAR DOWN PART OF THE WALL. 


Contractor Banks Sets a Good Example for 
Others in His Calling. 

Somethmgy unusual took place on Washing- 
ton bo ard yesterday. A contractor 
named G. H. Banks of his own free will 
notified the officials of the Building Depart- 
ment that the walls of a house which he is 
building at No. 750 Washington boulevard 
were unsafe and asked their advice as to the 
best thing to be done to remedy the defect. 
The construction of the building, which is a 
three-story and basement house, with stone 
front, had been going on since last December.

Policemen Refuse to Arrest “Hy” John- 
son, Who Assaulted Emma. Carter. 

Emma Carter, 2 Levee character, was the 
unwilling exponent of the beautiful working 
of the “no warrant” rulings of Police 
Just ices last night. 

Emma staggered into the Harrison Street 
Station with the blood pouring from an ugly 
cut on thd left side of her head which had laid 
bare the skull for six inches. She explained 
that Hy Johnson, a colored tough, had 
slipped while running. Emma Carter 
laughed when he fell, and Johnson, catching 
up an iron bar, struck her on the head, in- 
flicting the wound, 

After striking the woman Johnson took ref. 
uge in a saloon at No. 161 Custom-House 
place. Emma saw him go in, and hunting up 
an officer asked him to arrest Johnson. The 
officer found another policeman and together 
they went to the saloon. The woman, with 
her bloud-stained face, was sufficient evidence 
that an assault had been committed, and 
Johnson freely admitted that he had struck 
her, but defied the officers to arrest 
him without a warrant. The officers 
were willing enough to make the arrest 
but, in view of one of Justice Lyon’s “‘ roasts,”’ 
they were perforce obliged to teil Emma that 
they were powerless to make an arrest and to 
advise her to go around to the station at 10 
o’clock and swear out a warrant. 

Emma came around rather before that 
hour and waited for the Justice, but she was 
asking the pertinent question: Where will 
Johnson be when I get that warrant?” 


SHOOTING OCCURS IN A COURT-ROOM, 


After Murder Cases Are Continued an Old 
Family Feud Breaks Out, 

Nasuvituz, Tenn., March 13.—A shooting 
occurred in the upper hall of the court-bouse 
this afternoon. Thomas Jones shot and prob- 
ably fatally wounded Andrew Winters. Five 
shots were fired, two of which took effect. 
Some months ago Mr. Jones, a toll-gate 
keeper, was shot from ambush and 
killed. Andrew and doe Winters were 
charged with the deed and indicted, and the 
trial for the murder of Jones was set for 


between the Jones and the Winters families 
and several fights between them before the 
killing of old man Jones. When the cases were 
called the defendants’ attorneys successfully 
pressed a motion for a continuance, After 
the disposition of the cases Andrew Winters 
was taken back to the jail, and Joe Winters 
and his wife remained im the court-room to 
perfect a bond. When Winters walked 
out of the door and was trying to 
go down the stairway Thomas Jones 
opened flre on bim. Shots were 
fired in rapid succession. The shots were fol- 
lowed by the screams of Mrs. Winters, who 
stood over the prostrate form of her husband. 
Officer Price was about the first to reach 
Jones. Price was standing in the court-room 
behind the Clerk’s desk and he jumped over 
the railing and out of the door justin time to 
see Jones fire the last shot. Mrs. Winters 
and others who witnessed the shooting said 
that Winters fell at the second shot.

JAMES’ PAIL TO AGREE. 


Charles R. Larrabee Will Refuse to Serve 
the Parish in an Official Capacity— 


sonal Grounds He Says He Will Proba- 
bly Go to Ascension, Which Is as Dis- 
tinctively High Church as Is St. 
James’ Low Church. 


Into the splendid structure of the St. James’ 
Episcopal Church has‘come a flaw. Between 
the rector, the Rev. Floyd Tomkins Jr., and 
his senior warden, Charles R. Larrabee, 
President of the Title Guarantee and Trust 
company, No. 96 Washington street, lies a 
stratum of cold feeling and at the next annual 
election the latter pillar of the church will de- 
cline to? serve longer. Simultaneously with 
this determination on the part of Mr. Larra- 
bee comes the resignation of the Rev. Jobn 
Hopkins, for some time the assistant rector 
of St. James’. 

St. James’ is the largest and is said to be 
the richest parish of the Episcopal Church in 
Chicago. In its membership are included 
many of the most prominent citizens of the 
North Division. It has established and main- 
tains several mission schools and its influence 
is felt for good throughout all the territory 
north of the river. 

For a long time Charles R. Larrabee has 
been prominent in the councils of the church, 
and for several years he has been its senior 
warden. Mr. Larrabee is also the father of 
the Rev. E. A. Larrabee, restor of the Church 


noted as one of the leading exponents of 
the high church division of the Episcopal 
body. Into his service he has introduced 
incense bearers, acolytes, and other features 
pleasing to those who love a splendid and im- 
pressive ceremonial. On the other band, the 
leanings of the Rev. Floyd Tomkins Jr., rec- 
tor of St. James’, are toward the usages of the 
low church party. In this difference lies the 
secret of the cooiness which now divides the

The General Managers of all the railroads

Dr. Bristol’s Masterly Effort. 

Then came the Rev. Dr. Bristol. His name 
was greeted with applause, but when he held 
out his hand as if to invoke a divine: blessing 
the storm was quicted. But the eloquent 
divine did not speak of religion. He waded

into the business before him at once and said: 


Weare not here as artisans, as lawyors, as 
physicians, as preachers, but as fellow-citizens of 
no mean cit). My boys were born here and 1 
want to see the city’s political life kept pure. We 
are greater than Democrats, greater than Repub- 
licans; we are Chicagoans. 

This statement was cheered to the echo and 
for some time the speaker could not be heard. 
As soon as quiet was restored be continued: 

We do not bblieve in professional politics but 
in 22 politics for city government. We want 
a man to serve the city from his heart and not 
for profit. We want a great Mayor for a great 
city. This is a greatcity. This is 9 year. 
And in it a great demagogue cannot fill the bill. 

Again the cheers deafened those on the 
platform. Ladies waved their handkerchiefs 
from the galleries and those on the edges of 
the crowd drew nearer the orator. Police lines 
were abandoned and the center aisle was 
crowded to within twenty feet of the plat- 
form. When Dr. Bristol could again be 
heard he said: 

We cannot have clean streets without a clean 
Mayor. A clean city is an impossibility without 
a clean administrauon. A nonpartisan adminis- 
tration of municipal government is the only one 
to give us presminence before the world for the 
World’s Fair. That Fair will suffer unless 
the citizens of Chicago rise to the present 
opportunity. If the demagogue wins this year 
then for the next quarter of a century “er 
politics will rule the city. If business sense will 
rule, the demagogue will receive a bard blow. If 
the citizens do their duty they will save the city 
for a century. If we have not pride this year. if we 
have not nerve enough, if we have not patriotism 
enough to wrest politics from the party dema- 
gogue this year we never again will have the 
courage, the nerve, the patriotism. 

I believe in the record, iu the character, in tho 
man who presents himself and his record before 
you, and as a citizen 1 do not think it unbecom- 
ing my position asa minister to indorse the plat- 
form you have this evetiing adopted. 

Told a Story on Carter. 

Cheer upon cheer followed Dr. Bristol’s 
effort. Charles G. Dixon talked about how 
the laboring man would help tne business-man 
in contest. He was followed by 
John V. Farwell, who reviewed 
the growth of Chicago and then told a story 
on Carter Harrison. He said that when 
Carter was in London he met the Mayors of 
Berlin and London. Each was telling how 
great he was. The Berlin Mayor said he had 
been taken for the Emperor; the London 
Mayor went him one better aud said he had 
been recognized as the Czar of all the 
Russias. ey Carter downed them both by 
saying he was walking down the Strand oue 
day when a man stopped him, locked at him, 
and touched him and said: Great God! Is 
this you!“ 

As Mr. Farwell completed his story his hear- 
ers clapped their hands and laughed, then the 
laughter swelled to a roar, and for several 
minutes nothing but confusion and cries of 
Good!“ **Guood!”’ Just suits him!“ were 
heard on every hand.

Railroads of the South Consider the Form- 
ation of an Association. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., March 13.—[Special.]—A 
proposition has been suggested to form an as- 
sociation of all the railroads in Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Georgia, Mississippi, Alabama, 
and Florida, known as Group V. on the Inter- 
State Commerce Commussion map, to be called 
the Railroad Companies’ Protective Associa-

HEAVY LOSS BY FLOOD. 


DAMAGE or A HALF MILLION TO 
IHR EDISON COMPANY. 


Plant at Schenectady, N. T., Submerged and 
the Fine Electrical Exhibit for the 
World's Fair Destroyed—RallroadsAlong 
the Mohawk Under Water—Floods in 
the Rivers of Michigan—Dams Carried 
Away in the ‘Kalamazoo— Blizzard 
Sweeps Flercely Over the West. 

Scuzsnecrapy. N. I., March 13. —[Speeial.] 
—All railroad traffic on the mam line of the 
New York Central and Hudson River railroad 
between this city and Albany has been stopped 
by the overflow from the Mohawk River. 
Water, held in check by the ice gorge against 
the Fitchburg bridge, overflowed the river 
banks, floodmg Edison Park and that part of 
the city occupied by the Westinghouse Agri- 
cultural Implement company and the Edison 
General Electric company. The first floors of 
the Edison General Electric company, which 
cover sixteen acres, are covered with water 
three feet deep, and both plants have been 
closed. M re than 4,000 persons were thrown 
out of employment. All the exhibits which 
the Edison company was preparing for the 
World’s Fair are practically destroyed by the 
water, as is almost all of the machinery and 
stock on the first floor. The loss is estimated 
at over $500,000. 

Kreusie avenué, which is thickly populated, 
is under two and a half feet of water for a dis- 
tance of about three-quarters of a mile. This 
cuts off half the street car routes. The water 
came rushing through the canal like a mill 
race, carrying the small steamers against the 
Church street lift bridge, doing considerable 
damage to both boats and bridge. Canal 
bonts were piled upon each other and much 
damage done, ice in the river opposite 
the city broke up this afternoun and passed 
ey out.

ICE GORGE GIVES WAY. 


Heavy Loss to a Fleet of Steamers at 
Rondout, N. . 

Rowpourt, N. Y., March 13.— The ice gorge 
in Rondout Creek below Eddyville gave way 
about 3:30 o’clock this afternoon and let a 
tremendous amount of water down the creek. 
The steamboats of the Cornell Steamboat 
company and about twenty-five canalboats 
were swept into the river and driven down 
stream. Many of them were badly damaged. 
The steamers Kittston and Adriatic, valued at 
$18,000, were so badly stove in that it is 
feared they will sink. A number of the canal- 


boats were crushed like eggshells and sunk in 


the creek. Never before has such wholesale 
damage been done in this stream. Since Sat- 
urday the water above the ice dam has been 
breaking up and Eddyville has been inundated. 
The rain Saturday night caused the water to 
rise fully eight feet and thousanas of dollars of 
damage has resulted. There were 18,000 
barrels’ of cement stored in the Lawrence 
Cement company’s mill, valued at over $20,- 
000, are a total loss. The boats in the 
river are surrounded by tightiy wedged ice, 
and it will be impossible to reach them to- 
night. 

Many people on the boats had narrow 
escapes, but no loss of life is repo It ia 
thought that the loss to the Cornell fleet will 
be about $40,000, though no accurate eati- 
mate can be made tonight. There is no in- 
surance, Thirty of the canalboats were 
loaded with ice valued at $8,000, partially in- 
sured. The loss to the Delaware and Hudson 
company will exceed $50,000,

Thousands of Acres Flooded and Damage 
Done by Rushing Waters. 
KALAMA OO, Mich., March 13.— Special. ]— 
The Kalamazoo River is out of its banks and 
over 100 acres, including part of the New 
Riverside plat, are under water.

It rose several inches 
this morning and is sixteen and one-half feet 
above its low-water mark. The temporary 
structure partly supporting the Chicago and 
West Michig»n railroad bridge here has caught 
the ice and débris and formed a dam, backing 
up the water and bulging one section of the 
bridge. Many factories along the river have 
shut down and families have been obliged to 
move to eecond stories of their houses. The 
water is reported falling at up-river points 
and in the Rogue River and other tributaries. 

Muir, Mich, March 13.—The ice gorge 
‘above Lyons has gone to pieces and passed 
down stream. No further rise in the Grand 
River is expected, and the people living along 
that stream near Lyons and Muir are breath- 
ing easier. 

Saginaw, Mich., March 13.—[Special. ]— 
The water in Saginaw River has risen thtce 
feet since Sunday morning and is now within 
one foot of the dock level. The Cass, Flint, 
Shiawassee, and Bad Rivers are booming, and, 
with the Tittabawassee and tributaries, are 
pouring an immense volume of water into the 
Saginaw. Basements in this city are flooded, 
and some gmanufacturing plants have been 
com pelle shut down. No serious loss has 
as yet been reported, but there are apprehen- 
sions that the ice at the lower end of the river 
and the bay will back up the water and cause 
a serious overflow. The track of the Cincin- 
nati, Saginaw and Mackinaw railroad for two 
miles between this city and Durand is under 
water. 


BLIZZARDS RAGE IN THE WEST. 


Fatalities Attend the Storm in Wisconsin 
Heavy Falls of Snow. 

Asuranp, Wis., March 13.—|Special.|—A 
terrific blizzard is raging over all Northern 
Wisconsin. It is much fiercer than the one of 
two weeks ago, and that it will result in 
fatalities is certain. From Bayfield comes re- 
port today of one death. George Coleman was 
found forty rods from shore on the ice of 
Chequamegon Bay, frozen. He was caught in 
the storm, which came up in an instant, and 
wandered about until exhausted. At no time 
could he have been over forty rods from shel- 
ter.

Three Pitched Battles in the Streets of 
Chinatown—Four Already Dead. 

San Francisco, Cal., March 18.— [Special. 
Another murder was added today to the rec- 
ord of the present highbinder war in China- 
town, which began just a month ago with the 
raid of astore by men of the Bo Sin Lear 
Society. The score now stands four dead and 
two wounded and there have been 
pitched battles in the public streets between 
rival bands of cutthroats, 

Today just before noon, within sight of police 
headquarters, Buch Chew, a highbinder just 
importea from Portland, Ore., to take part in 
the warfare, was shot down by Li Gim,a 
highbinder of the Suey Sing Tong. Wash- 

ton street was crowded when Gim 
suddenly whipped out a big navy re- 
volver, pla it almost against the body 
of a passing Chinese, and fired two 
shots in rapid succession. The wounded man 
sank on the curbstone, when Gim stood over 
him and fired three more bullets into his 
prostrate body. Then the murderer turned, 
and, swinging his pistol over his head, ran 
down the street. Several white men chased 
him, but he d.stanced them, threw his re- 
volver into the middle of the street, and then 
rushed into the arms of two policemen. 
The wounded man lay on the sidewalk where 
he fell, while blood trickled from his wounds, 
His blouse was on fire where the muzzle of 
the revoiver had been pressed against it, The 
man could not speak and lay groaning. Hun- 
dreds of Chinese p him as he lay there 
dying, but paid no more attention to him 
than if been a dead dog. 
When he was brought to the receiving hos- 
ital nine gaping wounds were found iu dif- 
erent parts of his body, three in the back, 
two in the abdomen, and others in the 
‘arms and legs. While the surgeon was 
robing for bullets the man gasped and died.

18 IT A PLAGIARISM? 


HOWARD'S “ARISTOORAOY” LIKE 


“OOINS AND OORONETS.” 


Friends of William Horace Brown, Who 
Wrote the Latter, Express Their Views 
Upon the Similarity of the Two Pro- 
ductions—Dialogue That Betrays As- 
tonishing Likeness—Points of Differ- 
ence in the Comedies—The Manuscript 
of “Coins and Coronets” Rejected. 


Admirers of America’s foremost dramatist, 
Bronson Howard, will not hastily believe the 
charge of plagiarism brought against him by 
William Horace Brown in regard to the com- 
edy Aristocracy, which now occupies the 
boards of the Columbia. Such remarkable 
coincidences occur in works of imagination 
that it requires many resemblances to consti- 
tute a proof. 

Mr. Brown is not now in the city, but his 
friends who are accredited: to speak for him 
tell the following story, and have submitted 
to Tun Tarpunz a copy of the original play, 
“Coins and Coronets,“ which, they 
claim, has been imitated. Mr. Brown, 
who is the Western manager of the 
United States Mercantile Reporting Agency, 
has written two novels, *“* The Slaves of Folly” 
and A Southern Heritage. He wrote Coins 
and Coronets in 1890, sending the manu- 
seript first to A. M. Palmer, who returned it. 
He then sent it to W. G. Roberts of San 
Francisco, who is a reader for Charles Frob- 
man. There was a misunderstanding about 
the delivery of the manuscript; but at all 
events Mr. Brown some months later received 
the play somewhat soiled by handling. He 
was also informed that Mr. Frohman could not 
utilize it. 

Mr. Brown did not see Aristocraey until 
the second night of its Chicago engagement. 
He then saw in the main idea of the play the 
underlying idea of Coins and Coroneta, 
and he saw, or thought he saw, in the princi- 
pal characters the creatures of his own im- 
agination. He consulted his friends, sub- 
mitted his original manuscript, and 
they visited the Columbia and compared pas- 
sages of Aristocracy with those of Coins 
and Coronets. The result was their deter- 
mination to give publicity to the facts. 

The copy of Coins and Coronets bears 
no date, but it was recently made judging by 
the luster of the paper and ink. 

A Basic Resemblance. 


The most remarkable coincidence between 
Mr. Brown’s Coins and Coronets and Mr. 
Howard’s Aristocracy is that in their un- 
derlying principles they are almost identical. 
Each contains three sets of characters—-a New 
York aristocracy, rich and haughty, that 
desires to form a new society in 
New York by alliance with the aristocra- 
cy in Europe; secondly, a European aristoc- 
racy, titled but poverty-stricken and disso- 
lute, that — replenish its purse and 
satisfy its baser d@sires by taking advantage 
ef the New-Yorkers foolish 
tions; thirdly, a new class 
recently grown up in the West, 
suddenly made rich, but magnanimous in 
their opulence. The moral which each author 
hasstriven to draw has been the folly of making 
marriage alliances with European nobiemen. 
The American aristocracy tampers with the 
European aristocracy with detriment to itself. 

A comparison of the characters of the play 
in itseif demonstrates the striking similarity.

In “Coins and Coronets the 
Westerner is a subsidiary character strongly 
drawn, and it is the New-Yorker who strives 
for the position which a European alliance 
will bring. Therefore the Westerner of 
** Aristocracy ”’ holds the vital position which 
the New-Yorker of Coins and Coronets 
holds. In Aristocracy ”’ it is the New-Yorker 
who holds the subsidiary position, and is not 
introduced after the first act. 18 is but a

Each play is in four acts. 

At the beginning of Coins and Coronets ”’ 
there is presented a rich New York family, the 
head of which is anxious to form an alliance 
with a European titled house. Mr. Cran- 
shaw, it is learned, is cold and thoughtless of 
his wife’s happiness. She has been in 
Venice and has made the acquaintance 
of the Marquis and moreover has been 
indiscreet in her confidences with him. He

Other Points of Likeness. 

The second act of the play develops the 
tact of the love of Cranshaw’s daughter 
Judith for Gerrold Hosmer—similar again 
in the corresponding characters in “ Aristoc- 
racy”—and the underplot of the iove 
of Finlay Ryall for Ruth Hosmer, Cranshaw’s 
niece, also similar to “ Aristocracy.”

FOR MODEL SUNDAY-SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


Four Prizes to Be Awarded for the Best 
Designs—Purpose of the Competition. 

Prizes for the first, second, third, and fourth 
best designs for a Sunday-school building, 
to be erected near Jackson Park this summer 
as a model, will be awarded this morning at 
Room 14, No. 99 Washington street. 

The project originated last August with the 
Executive committee of the Sixth Internation- 
al Sunday-school convention, of which B. F. 
Jacobs is the Chairman, with the codperatnon 
of the Sunday-school conference held that 
month at Chautauqua. The plan was to secure, 
by offermg prizes, a number of designs of a 
22 building, to select the best one, 
and to erect it near the Exposition as fn ob- 
ject-lesson and model in such matters. Circu- 
lars were sent out soliciting funds and com- 
petitive designs without specifications. The 
result is that $17,000 has been secured, $10,- 
000 bemg from Chicago, and thirty-eight de- 
signs, mostly from Chicago, have been placed 
on exhibition. The prizes offered were $500, 
$250, $150, and $100. 

Although competitors were permitted to de- 
sign either achurch extension ora separate 
building, and although there are few or no 
separate Sunday-school buildings in exist- 
ence, all the competitive designs are of this 
class. Many of them are of a high order of 
merit. They have already attracted the at- 
tention of people ata distance, and the Cal- 
vary Baptist Church of Washington, D. C., is 
awaiting the result of the contest with a view of 
utilizing the prize design at a cost of $80,000. 

The ground selected for this structure is a 
lot on Stony Island avenue facing the Expo- 
sition grounds, just south of Fifty-seventh 
street. Although the building will contain 
an exhibit of Sunday school furniture and 
material that will not be allowed to interfere 
with its use as an audience-room. It will 
seat 2,500 people and it has already been ur- 
ranged with D. L. Moody that he will use it 
as one of his preaching stations during the 
Exposition period.

DEATH AT HER HANDS 


HENDERSON WOMAN OHARGED WITH 
KILLING MARY MONTGOMERY. 


At the Coroner’s Inquest the Jury Be- 
comes Convinced of Her Guilt—Facts 
Upon Which the Opinion Was Based 
Declared Conclusive — The Negress 
Locked Up in the County Jail—Careful 
Examination Throws New Light on the 
Tragedy—Tests Made by Jurors. 


Caroline Henderson, the colored nurse in 
the Corner household, is locked up in the 
County Jail charged with the killmg of Mary 
Montgomery. The Coroner’s inquest was 
finished yesterday afternoon and after a few 
minutes’ consultation the jury recommended 
that the Henderson woman be held to answer 
for the atrocious Pullman murder, For two 
or three days she had been strongly suspected 
of knowing more of the tragedy than she had 
cared to relate, and this suspicion grew strong- 
ly during yesterday’s developments. Inspect- 
or Nicholas Hunt took a part in the exarmma- 
tion. The verdict declared that Mary Mont- 
gomery came to her death from suffocation 
and that, in the opinion of the jury, death was 
at the hands of Caroline Henderson, the ne- 
gress employed in the house asa nurse while 
she was attempting to perform a criminal 
operation. 

The facts upon which this verdict was 
based and which placed the colored woman 
under such suspicion were numerous. In her 
cross-examination she was brought yesterday 
to admit that she had held conversations with 
the Montgomery girl relating to the latter’s 
condition. In the afternaon just before the 
murder the two women were alone in the 
house, and,it is believed by the police that on 
that occasion they planned the crime, which, 
resulting unfortunately, persuaded the frigut- 
ened wegto woman to follow it by the other 
crime of the girl’s murder. 

An examination of the contents of the Hen- 
derson woman’s trunk brought to light a bottle 
of medicine from a St. Louis pharmacy 
of a character tending to invite 
picion. This medicine, 
posed negress declared, for 
the cure of toothache. She admitted to 
Officer Shippy that she was in the kitchen that 
night and wiped the dishes for the servant 
girl, although she had never done so before. 
At the time, she said, Mary Montgomery was 
bathing her feet in hot water which she ac. 
knowledged was a part of the treatment of 
certain cases. What conversation took place 
between them she could not be cajoled into 
telling. Besides the medicine found in the 
colored woman’s trunk was a letter from a 
girl in St. Louis, Owning that she was soon to 
become a mother and asking for advice. This, 
in the eyes of the jury. indicated that the 
Henderson woman was not unfamiliar with 
criminal practices. 

Was Put To a Test. 


The jurors also tested, to their own satis. 
faction and to the disproof of the woman’s 
veracity, her ability to describe a man after a 
momentary giance at his face. A man went 
into the Coroner’s room and walked slowly 
before the negro woman, who had been 
cautioned to note his appearance particularly. 
She failed utterly to give a description of his 
appearance. In further pursait of the facts, 
the Jurymen went to the Corner house and, 
into the hall where the colored woman slept 
last Tuesday night. They placed the nurse’s 
cot in the hallway as it stood the night of the 
tragedy. They darkened the house and lit the 
hall gas. Then one of the jurors took a posi- 
tion on the cot while another st under the 
gas bracket and manipulated thelights. This 
experiment proved to them that a person was 
utterly unable to distmguish and afterwards 
identify another passing through the hall and 
standing under the gas-jet there. It aiso con- 
vinced them that Caroline Henderson was 
lying when she gave a positive and ac- 
curate description of any one in the hall- 
way that night. To this they added the pe- 
culiar circumstance that she did not scream 
or cry out when she saw the strange man, but 
quietly arose and walked into the room oc- 
cupi by Thomas Corner, and, shaking his 
shoulder, asked him to get ub and find a 
robber. It was also discovered by the jury- 
men eot occupied by the 
woman was directly beside a stovepipe 
running up through the floor from the 
kitchen, and that the lowest tones of conversa- 
tion below were distinctly audible to any one 
occupying the cot. It was further developed 
yesterday that the glass in the kitchen window 
was broken from the inside, and the jurors 
believed that the hole was punched in it with 
a pair of scissors afterwards found lying on 
the kitchen table. 

Capt. Shippy went to Sheridan, Ind., last 
night to seeatramp whom Sheriff William 
Russell held Sunday under suspicion, as 
answering to the description of Mary Mont- 
gomery’s murderer. But the Captain be- 
lieves none the less, as Inspector Hunt, 
Deputy-Coroner Barrett, and Lieut. Bassett 
do, that Caroline Henderson is the guilty 
person,

Tur stocks of grain in Chicago elevators and 
afloat last Saturday evening were 19,367,000 
bushels of wheat, 8,410,000 bushels of corn, 
2,524,000 bushels of oats, 384,000 bushels of rye, 
and 55,000 bushels of barley. Total, 30,740,000 
bushels of all kinds of grain, against 15,021,000 
bushels a year ago. Forthe same date the 
Secretary of the Chicago Board of Trade states 
the visible supply of grain in the United States 
and Canada as 79,103,000 bushels of wheat, 
15,808,000 bushels of corn, 4,932,000 bushels of 
oats, 917,000 of rye, and 1,520,000 
bushels of barigy. These figures are larger 
than the corresponding ones a week ago by 
212,000 in corn and 15,000 in wheat. The visible 
supply of wheat for the corresponding week a 
Fear ago decreased 738,000 bushels. 


Tun New York stock market showed some 
improvement yesterday.

Mu. A. S. Trupz and Mr. J. B. Maguire teil

It was intended to be 
ameeting of genuine labor men, but Mr. 


| Maguire, who had been intrusted with the 


management, was taken sick. Tommy Mor- 
gan was then called in to assist. Mr. Trude 
tells the rest of the story thus: 

„Tommy promptly took eharge of the matter, 
but anti-faddists were not his class. so he neg- 
lected to invite the labor people, but instead he 
packed the meeting with Woman’s Alliance mem- 
bers and special teachers of fads. 

These people were all given seats on the floor 
ofthe hall, as they were crowded outside the 
doors at 7 o’clock waiting for the opening. When 
the few labor folks who were attracted by the 
announcement inthe papers arrived they were 
forced to take seats in the gallery. 

The faddists, of course, hissed Mr. Trude 
and those who spoke against their hobbies— 
because that meant speaking against the drain 
on the City Treasury in their behalf. Tommy 
had not trained the faddists tosupport him- 
self and the laborites compelled him to get 


another hail. 


THE REPUBLICAN PRIMARIES TODAY. 

Delegates to the Republican city conven- 
tion will be selected today in all the wards of 
Chicago. They will be chosen in accordance 
with the Crawford primary law. The polling- 
places, which have been duly advertised and 
whose location is easily ascertained, will 
be open from noon to 7 o’clock p. m. 
The ballots will be received and counted 
by judges and clerks taken from the 
regular list and to whose character and stand- 
mg, as far as known, no objection has been 
made. There is every reason therefore to 
believe that the primaries will be honestly 
conducted. Through them a fair expression 
of Republican sentiment can be had. Every 
Republican voter will have an opportunity to 
express his choice. There will be from three 
to eight poiling-places to each ward. There 
will be no bulldozing. No primary polling- 
place has been located in a saloon or in its 
vicinity. 

It will be entirely the fault of the intelli- 
gent, respectable, and taxpaying voters of the 
Republican party, therefore, if they are not 
properly represented in the Republican city 
convention which meets in the North Side 
Turner Hall tomorrow morning. At this crisis 
in the affairs of Chicago the decent people 
look to the Republican organizat.on to name 
the candidates whose election will mean good 
government for Chicago, clean streets, the 
suppression of gambiing, better discipline ot 
the police force—in short, law, order, decen- 
cy, and cleanliness. . 

The Republican organization—that it to say, 
the convention of tomorrow—will not fail to 
meet the public expectation if the Republican 
voters in the wards will do their full duty to- 
day. In every precinct the best Republicans 
should be selected for delegates—men of in- 
telligence and capacity who cannot be con- 
trolled by petty ward bosses, but who have 
convictions of their own. Officeholders and 
chronic officeseekers should be excluded from 
the delegate ticket. Young men of the party 
should be given a fair representation. The 
old party hacks who for several campaigns 
have led the Republicans to defeat and who 
have by the character of their nominations 
promoted victory for the Democrats should 
be relegated to back seats. If the best Repub- 
licans of each primary district are selected to- 
day to assist in nominating a Mayor and 
other city officers tomorrow, victory in April 
will erowu the work of the convention, 

But the danger is that the ward bosses and 
wire-pullers will place the same old delegates 
on their tickets, that they will crowd the con- 
vention with clerks and other employés of the 
present city administration and with ex-clerks 
and ex-employés of the county officers de- 
feated tor reélection last fall. If this turns 
out to be the case defeat awaits the nominees 
of the convention. 

The overwhelming defeat which overtook 
the Republicans in this county last fall should 
have taught the former leaders, if not wisdom, 
some modesty. They should not thrust them- 
selves forward again at this time. Having failed 
to lead to success they ought to intrust the léad- 
ership to newer, fresher, and worthier men. 
The Republican voters, especially the young 
men of the party, are tired of having their 
tickets fixed up for them the night be- 
fore the primaries, or before the convention, 
by the same ola set. Let us have a new deal. 
Let the convention tomorrow select the can- 
didates. If it is guided by wise counsel and by 
abie men Carter Harrison can be defeated. If 
it is run in the same old rut as the county 
convention last fall Harrison’s election is as- 
sured. 


TOMMY MORGAN AS A FADDIST. 

The faddists have been driven to seek the 
support of the Socialists in order to keep the 
fads in the public schools. The combination 
is an odd one, and shows how hard up the fad- 


| dists are for allies. Their new friend Tommy 


Morgan made a speech in their behalf at a 
Socialist meeting Sunday night, in which he 
said: 

You workingmen are equal to any man and 
must consider yourselves so. Your children are 
just as much entitled to study music, Delsarte, 
physical culture, and have a knowledge of form 
and shape as the children of Phil Armour, Aller- 
ton, and countless other autocrats I could men- 
tion. Ignorance means slavery. There will be 
just as much slavery in this world as there is ig- 
norance—no more, n> less—and when the capital- 
istic element attempts to confine the learning of 
our children to reading, writing, and arithmetic, 
I say it is an outrage. 

Workingmen should not and will not be 
misled by this silly stuff. If music, Delsarte, 
physical culture, etc., are to be taught in the 
public schools, then they must be taught to 
the children of the Workingmen just as much 
as to those of Messrs. Armour and Allerton or 
any other man. But if those things are to be 
taught in the public schools merely because 
they are taught to the children of rich men 
who do not go to the public schools at all, so 
that the children of all men may be on an 
educational equality, then the course of study 
in the common schools must be made much 
wider than it is now, so that the children of 
workingmen may be taught French, Greek, 
dancing, piano-playing, and a variety of other 
accomplishments which the offspring of the 
wealthy are given an opportunity to learn, If 
all children are to be put on the same footing, 
then the city ur State gust make provision 
for sending to college all the children of work- 
ingmen who want to go, 

What baiderdash it is to talk of confining 
the learning of our children to reading, writ- 
ing, and arithmetic.“ The keys to the store- 
houses of all the knowledge of the world are 
placed in the hands of the person who under. 
stands those three things thoroughly. With 
their aid there is nothing which he cannot 
learn if he has the will and the ability ta do 
so. Therefore those who really wish well to 
the boys and girls who attend the public 
schools want that they shall at least learn 
those three things so as to be masters of them. 
Those now in the schools as a general thing 
do not, They come out bad readers, bad 
writers, and poor arithmeticians. With few 
exceptions they know no more of the “ac- 
complishments”’ taught in the schools than 
they did when they entered them. 

Most Chicago boys leave school between 12 
and 14. The amount of time which they or 
their parents cau afford to invest in schooling 
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is umited. It is essential that that time 
should be used to the best possible advantage 
so that the largest return can be secured on 
the investment. He who leaves school and 
goes to shop, store, farm, or factory a poor 
reader, writer, and arithmetician, because 
much of his time has been fooled away on 
fads, begins life at a serious disadvantage as 
compared with the boy who knows those 
three elementary branches thoroughly. Un- 
less he remedies his defects by after-study he 
becomes a poor worker. 

Mr. Morgan said farther that 60, 000 chil- 
dren in the City of Chicago are denied an edu- 
cation simply because there is no room for 
them in the public schools. That is not 
true. Not one child is denied an education in 
the public schools for lack of room. [If all the 
children now attending the parochial schools 
were to leave them and flock to the city ones 
there would not be room enough. But those 
parochial schools are here to stay, certainly 
until that rather conservative institution, the 
Roman Catholic Church, changes its policy. 
It will not do so during Mr. Morgan’s life, for 
it pays no attention to what he says. Thero- 
fore, why erect buildings to accommodate 
60,000 children when they would not enter 
them, but persist in going where they receive 
religious as well as secular instruction? 

The city has school buildings enough and 
more than enough teachers. All that is lack- 
ing is a decent system of instruction, a system 
which does not try toteach many things, all 
of them poorly, but a few thoroughly. 


REPUBLICAN ALDERMANIC CANDIDATES. 
In most of the wards, Republican candidates 
for Aldermen will be nominated tomorrow by 
delegates selected at the ward primaries this 
afternoon. It is to be hoped that the Repub- 
lican leaders will not be tempted by the bad 
nominations made by the Democrats to set 
up weak candidates against them. On the 
contrary, it is most desirable at this juncture 
in our municipal affairs that the very best 
man in each ward should be nomiaated for 
Alderman by the Republicans. Nothing in 
the way of good government can be expected 
from the local Democratic organization. It 
eems to be a machine for the promotion of 
public plunder and the encouragement of mu- 
nicipal profligacy. Of twenty-two candidates 
for Aldermen nominated by the Democrats 
up to Saturday night eleven are cheap grog- 
gerykeepers and half a dozen others are pro- 
fessional politicians without visible means of 
support. There are probably not more than 
three respectable business-men out of the 
twenty-two, The nominations yet to be made 
by the Democrats will be of the same kind as 
the twenty-two referred to, The independent 
and Labor nominations are not much better 
than those made by the Democrats. The vot- 
ers, therefore, will have to look to the Repub- 
lican organization for their candidates if the 
present Council is to be greatly improved. 

In some of the: wards, unfogtunately, the 
Republican political machinery has fallen into 
the hands of petty bosses, who, it is feared, 
‘will use their temporary power to foist on the 
party disreputable nominees. It is known, 
for instance, that in one of the Republican 
South Side wards the petty bosses have deter- 
mined to nominate a disreputable groggery- 
keeper for Alderman. This is done undoubt- 
edly to aid in the election of the Democratic 
nominee. In other wards similar schemes 
will be tried. 

It is well, therefore, that the voter should 
have warning. The bosses should be made to 
understand that the Republicans will not sup- 
port their disreputable nominees next month. 
If the wards are to be represented in the 
Council by toughs and groggerykeepers the 
respectable Republican voter will prefer that 
those disreputables and toughs shall be labeled 
“ Democrat” and not Republican.“ 

Where the outgoing Republican Aldermen 
are seeking renomination it will be the duty 
of the voters to examine their records and if 
they have been found faithless to reject them. 
The Republican press and the respectable and 
intelligent voters cannot be counted on to 
support boodlers and corporation agents. 
Where Aldermen have proved themselves re- 
hable, useful, and able they should be renom- 
inated. It is not always easy to find in some 
of the wards the proper material for a good 
representative in the Council. When one has 
been tried and has not been found wanting 
he should be retained. 

The events of the last two years have proved 
that it is as necessary in the interest of good 
government to have a good Council as a capa- 
ble and honest Chief Magistrate. The Repub- 
lican voters in the various wards should act 
accordingly, and their opportunity comes this 
afternoon. 


ANTI-TRUST BILL. 

The bill offered by Representative Berry for 
the punishment of persons engaged in trust 
combinations in this State is a most compre- 
hensive measure, It defines a trust to be a 
combination of capital, skill, or acts by two 
or more persons or firms or other assucia- 
tions for any or all of the following purposes: 
To create or carry out restrictions in trade; to 
limit or reduce the production, or increase or 
reduce the price of merchandise or commodi- 
ties; to prevent competition in the manufact- 
ure, transportation, or sale of the same; to fix 
any standard or figure whereby the price to 
the public shall be in any manner controlled 
or established, or to establish any pretended 
agency whereby the sale of such article or 
commodity shall be covered up or made to ap- 
pear to be for the original vender or manu- 
facturer; to enter into any contract or agree- 
ment not to seil below a common standard 
figure or in any other way to preclude a free 
and unrestricted competition among them- 
selves or others in the sale or transportation of 
any article or commodity, or by which they 
shali agree té pool or, unite any interest so 
that the price may in any manner be affected. 

For violation of the act it is providod that a 
charter held by a corporation under the laws 
of this State shall be forfeited, and it is made 
the duty of the Attorney-General or prose- 
cuting attorney, upon his own motion, to in- 
stitute proceedings to that end. Any foreign 
corporation doing business in the State and 
violating the act is to be prohibited from do- 
ing business in the State. Violation of the 
act is declared to be a conspiracy against 
trade and a misdemeanor, and every person 
who as principal, agent, or employé, or in any 
other capacity knowingly violates the act shail 
be punished by a fine of not less than $2,000 
nor more than $5,000. The act provides that 
in prosecutions under it proof that a trust or 
combination as defined therein, and that the 
defendant belonged to it or has acted for it, 
shall be sufficient, without proving all the 
members belunged to such trust or that they 
are bound by any written instrument. The 
character of the trust alleged may be estab- 
lished by proof of its general reputation as 
such, and any contract or agreement made in 
violation of the act shall be void and not en- 
forceable either in law or equity, but the pro- 
visions of the act are not to extend to agri- 
cultural products or live stock while in the 
hands of the producer or raiser. 

This bill is in line with the interests of the 
public and designed to protect the people 
from the trust and extortion business, which 
is becoming so general as to be absolutely un- 
bearable and must be broken up. The list of 
things that are now sold under trust methods 
is a long one and is said to include more than 
fifty articles of daily use in the household, 
The combinations by which the prices of these 
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against the consumer to force him to pay ex- 
tortionate prices to earich the conspirators, 
besides which they restrain industry by limit- 
ing production. ‘Their object is to defeat 
competition both in supply of raw material 
and product, to hold up” the public and 
rob it both ways. Hence they are gross, pal- 
pable violations of the common law, and if 
that cannot be made to reach them, owing to 
the unwillingness of the paid servants of the 
people to interfere for their protection, we 
ought to have special enactments that will fit 
the case so closely as not easily to be evaded. 
We want a thorough, sweeping, far-reaching, 
radical law that will reach the robbers by 
criminal indictment, and if the Berry bill does 
not come up to this standard it ought to be 
amended to make it just what is required to 
stamp out the iniquities of trust combination 
in the State of Illinois. 


HOW TO EXPEDITE COURT BUSINESS. 

The subject for discussion at the Bar Asso. 
ciation dinner Saturday night was The Best 
Methods of Expediting the Business of the 
Courts,of Record of Cook County,” which 
are now about two years behind in their work. 
Several of the Judges were at thedinner and 
gave their views frankly and fully. 

One of the lawyers present suggested that 
it would be well to lengthen the court hours 
so as to make them seven instead ot four and 
and a half as now, the first hour to be given 
up tothe hearing of motions, apart of the 
duties of a Judge which does not exhaust him 
greatly. Not one of the Judges wh were pres- 
ent favored this reform. One of them said: 
The man has not yet been born who can sit 
for more than five hours a day and try cases 
fairly, conscientiously, and honestiy. Anoth- 
er said that if the change were made the first 
protest would come from the bar. Undoubt- 
edly some lawyers would protest. Whether 
they would be the majority is not so certain. 
Another Judge said that after a day’s 
work in the Court-House his vitality was ex- 
hausted and he felt that he needed fresh air. 
Unquestionably if a Judge is to furnish a first- 
class article of justice he ought to work in 
fresh mr and notin a carbonic acid gas at- 
mosphere, The sanitary condition of the 
court rooms is generaily very bad. Foul air 
has had much to do with the sickness of sever- 
al of the Judges. With better ventilation of 
their rooms, which can be secured, they could 
do more and better work than now. 

Another suggestion made was that the 
lawyers took up too much time “in arguing 
motions and trivial points. One Judge said 
that it seemed to him that they consumed too 
much time in examining jurors and question- 
ing witnesses. Another said, “A Judge must 
listen to everything a lawyer and his witnesses 
have to say.” 

There is no doubt that American lawyers 
are too prodigal of their words. That was 
one of the things which struck Daniel Webster 
when he first went into an English court. He 
said of the English lawyers: 

They are vastly better trained than we are. 
They speak briefly. They rise, begin immediately, 
and leave off when they have done, Sergeant 
Wilde, who is esteemed a long speaker, argued an 
insurance question in fifteen minutes, that most 
of us would have got an hour’s speech out of. 

It is difficulé for a Judge to repress the 
verbosity of lawyers. If the latter were more 
thoroughly trained in the art of stating their 
ideas logically, and doing so in the fewest 
possible words, much less of the time of courts 
would be wasted. This is a reform which 
must begin with the lawyers themselves, al- 
though there must be many occasions, espe- 
cially in the examination of jurors, where a 
Judge can interfere without giving too much 
offense. Nor does there seem to be any rea- 
son why the Judges should not lengthen their 
hours, provided they are given fresh air, so as 
to do five hours’ work a day exclusive of the 
time spent on motions. They might make 
that sacrifice in view of the crowded state of 
their dockets. 

It is evident that much more effectual relief 
would be secured by lessening the amount of 
litigation. That can be done by taxing costs 
against a defeated litigant who has no case 
and by increasing somewhat the court fees. 
If a law were passed tomorrow to go into ef. 
fect July 1 requiring wrongful litigants to pay 
costs there would be a rush of people to the 
Court-House to dismiss suits which should not 
have been begun and the number of new suits 
would begin to lessen. Probably all the 
Judges are in favor of these reforms. It may 
be that they will reeommend them in the re- 
ports they are soon to make to the Supreme 
Court. The Constitution says that— 

All Judges of courts of record inferior to the 
Supreme Court shall, on or before the Ist day of 
June in each year, report in writing to the Judges 
of the Supreme Court such defects and omissions 
in the law as their experience may’suggest. 

It is to be hoped that those reports will deal 
fully with the causes of the delays of justice in 
this county and abound in remedies for their 
removal. 


THE ODIOUS SUGAR TRUST. 

The Superintendent of the Census has been 
blamed for the manifest inaccuracy of the 
census statistics in regard to sugar refin- 
eries. It appears that in this instance he is 
pot to blame, though in one sense of the term 
he must be admitted to be “at fault. Ac. 
cording to the Philadelphia Press the different 
refineries embraced in the trust refused to 
give the information desired by the depart- 
ment, and when Mr. H. O. Havemeyer was 


appealed to that gentleman blandly replied by 
letter that the difficulty consists in the fact 
that no one has the requisite autbority. And 
for this reason the census blanks were not 
filled out for the trust refineries. It is re- 
ported that Supt. Porter has placed the en- 
forcement of the law in the hands of the 
Department of Justice, and it is sincerely to 
be hoped that the fact of a change in admin. 
istration will not prevent the vigorous prose- 
cution of the man or men who have thus 
ventured to set at defiance the laws and offi- 
cials of the United States, It would be a 
shame and disgrace to let this big fish swim 
off after taking so much trouble to prevent 
the multitude of little ones from escaping, and 
it would be a lowering of the national dignity 
to permit this gigantic monopoly to avoid 
punishment for thus daring to conceal its 
operations from the Census Bureau. 

The sugar refining company has declared a 
quarterly dividend of 3 per cent, with 10 per 
cent extra. And it is officially stated that 
there is a turther surplus of about $5,000,000 
on hand, while it will be remembered that a 
dividend of $1,750,000 was paid last January. 
So within a year the dividends have amounted 
to fully $16,000,000, or more than 21 per cent 
on the $75,000,000 of stock. It is estimated 
that about four billion pounds of sugar were 


refined in 1892, and if this estimate be correct | 


the trust made a net profit of fully four-tenths 
of a cent on every pound of sugar. that was 
refined in the United States, whether the work 
were done in its own refineries or in other es- 
tablishmenta. Making a moderate allowance 
for what sugar is not under control of the 
trust its clear profit for last year may be set 
down as close to half a cent per pound, which 
is the amount of the duty on refined sugar im- 
ported. As it would be liberal to the compa- 
nies in the trust to assuthe that the value of 
the plants is equal to 40 per cent of the trust 
capitalization, it results that the officially de- 
clared dividends amount to 50 per cent on the 
actual value of the properties. And this gi- 
gantic octopus has the hardihood to refuse to 
give information to the Census Bureau. Its 
dominant officials have taken the position that 
the public bas no right to know anything

Surely 
a time must come when the people will be 
weary of the existence of tha monopoly and 
wipe it out, : 


REPRESENTATIVE Munpocs has introduced a 
bill at Springfield defining the crime of prize 
fighting and providmg. for the puuishment 
thereof in the State of Iliinois. It defines as 
a misdemeanor not only the act of fighting, 
but the attendance thereon in the capacity of 
backer, second, umpire, or even surgeon; 
also the acceptance of a challenge as well as 
the sending of one, and the training in prepara- 
tion for such fight. Any of these acts is 
punishable by imprisonment of not less than 
six months in the county jail and a fine of 
not exceeding $500, The same penalty at- 
taches to ab agreement made in this State 
to fight outside its limits, training in this 
State, or to any aid or assistance to a fight or 
an attempt to fight outside the State. But it 
is provided that the act shall not apply to ex- 
hibitions and glove contests between human 
beings which may take place within the rooms 
of regularly chartered athletic clubs. This 
proviso may be objected to as defevtive in 
more than one particular, but especially that 
it does not limit the gloves used to soft 
ones. The fight at New Orleans was made 
with gloves, yet no decently disposed man 
will deny that it was a brutal contest, to all 
intents and purposes a prize fight, and be- 
longing to the class of crimes which such an 
act ought to aim at preventing. If an affair 
like the one between Fitzsimmons and Hall 
could be repeated in Chicago under the pro- 
visions ot the bill introduced by Mr. Murdoch 
the act would not be worth the paper on 
which it is printed. 


Representative D. A. Campsett would 
seem to have an idea that he is moving 
towards the filling of a long felt want in offering 
his bill for an act to prohibit the making of con- 
tracts in the State of Illinois providing for 
payment in gold to the exclusion of any other 
legal tender of the United States. He would 
have all such contracts declared null and void. 
He might as well seek to enact that no man 
shall have a house built of marble or alum- 
inum, that no one shall be allowed to contract 
for the delivery of No. 1 wheat when No. 2 is 
the grade understood in all transactions on 
the market if no other grade be specified. He 
might just as well try to make it illegal to 
agree to buy and sell a given number of meters 
or liters of property because the yard and the 
quart are the usual measures in this State. He 
would do still better to look a little into the 
pages of history and see how much good has 
been accomplished in other lands and other 
times by folks who were sufficiently foolish to 
think they could make the people use this or 
that kind of money when the people did not 
want to use it. If the bill were passed it 
would do no good whatever and might do 
much harm. It is not quite thirty years since 
the Goveru ment of the United States tried to 
prevent the people from trading in gold and 
found it expedient to repeal the act shortly 
after its passage. 


Tuns will be only two days’ session of the 
Illinois General Assembly this week. The 
House and Senate chambers will be occupied 
by two civic organizations of the State Thurs- 
day and Friday. The legislators will be in 
session this forenoon and tornorrow forenoon. 
It is utterly useless to expect that any import- 
ant legislative work will be done during those 
two sessions. Another week is to be wasted. 
And yet there is much important legislation 
pending in the Hotise and Senate, much of it 
cordially approved by the Governor, promised 
by the Democrats through their platforms and 
urged by the Governor in his inaugural mes- 
sage. All that the Democrats have done thus 
far is to repeal thé compulsory education law 
and to block and obstruct measures for the 
good of Chicago which gave their party 30,000 
majority last fall. Has Gov. Altgeld any in- 
fluence with the Democrats of the General 
Assembly? He has not demonstrated thus far 
that he has. Havingso much patronage at 
his disposal he might have exercised some in- 
fluence had he been in a mood to do so. Were 
his pledges of reform like those of the mem- 
bers of the General Assembly, made to be 
broken? 
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Senator Turete’s electric lighting Dill 
which comes up for discussion in the Senate 
at Springfield this morning ought to be 
passed. It morely provides that in cities 
where a municipal electric lighting plant 
already exists power be given to the 
authorities to make an assessment of not ex- 
ceeding 3 mills on the dollar for extending 
the same. It is intended that the assessments 
shall not extend over a period of more than 
three years. The bill is of course meant for 
application in Chicago, where we have an ex- 
cellent municipal electric plant which cannot 
be used to ite full capacity because of the fact 
that the city has not money to pay for the 
poste and wires. The electric power houses 
owned by the city are capable of maintaining 
four times the number of lamps now in 
operation. The city wants the power to levy 
a slight tax in order to provide the lamps. If 
the bill is passed nearly all the leading thor- 
oughfares of the city can be lighted with 
electricity inside of five years. Why Senator 
Green, Wells, and others should oppose this 
measure it is hard to teil. 


— — 
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Onz of the Chicago munisters said in his 
Sunday sermon: 

We will always have a feeble and corrupt city 
government so long as the citizens fail to exert 
themselves and held themselves responsible indi- 
vidually for good government. What Chicago 
citizenship needs today is an aroused sense of in- 
dividual responsibility which does not say: 0. 
I am only one among hundreds and thousands of 
voters; it makes no difference what 1 do.“ 

This is a text from which Tus Trisune has 
long been preaching. If many sermons were 
delivered yearly from Chicago pulpits thereon 
much good might be accomplished. If the 
pulpit would work as hard to make the pew- 
holders tarn out and vote as it did to secure 
the closing of the World’s Fair Sunday it 
would be as effective for good in the one case 
as it was for mischief in the other. The be- 
setting sin of a large percentage of the citi- 
zens of Chicago is political apathy—an utter 
lack of interest in local elections. Many of 
these absentees from polls and primaries are 
the ones who growl the most about bad gov- 
ernment and yet do nothing to get a good one. 
If they took half as much interest in elections 
as the toughs and bummers do they could de- 


feat them every time. 


A pitt has been introduced at Springfield, 
making it uniawful for any person over the 
age ot 10, “ with or without malice, purposely 
to aim any firearm, loaded or empty, at or 
toward any other person. The offense is 
made punishable by a fine of not less than 
one hundred nor more than five hundred 
dollars. Hardly aday passes but what some 
fool, fancying thata gun or pistol is not 
loaded, aims it at some one and fires it, gen- 
erally with fatal consequences, for people 
seem to take better aim when they do not 
mean to do harm than when they do. 
hag ore is rarely inflicted in such cases, 
The offender is left to the reproaches of his 
own conscience, which are not always very 
acute. It is possible thatif this bill were 
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offense of pointmg firearms at others 
they might be induced to refrain from a 
practice to which many owe their death and 
others severe wounds, while others have 
suffered from intense fright. It is worth 


‘while to see whether the fools or scamps at 


whom this bill is aimed cannot be taught a 
lesson.

ALFRED PAYNE, ARTIST, PASSES AWAY. 


He Succumbs to the Effects of an Accident 
Received Last Fall. 

Alfred Payne died yesterday morning at his 
residence at Hinsdale. He was nearly70 years 
of age and was ond of the oldest artists of Chi- 
cago and vicinity.

ALIOE OO0ZZENS THE NEW 
YORK GIRL SUICIDE. 


MISS 


Identified by Her Dress—She Had Been 
Surrounded by Every Comfort and Was 
Thought to Be Without a Care—Her 
Father a Prominent Lawyer—Senators 
Planning to Make an Unoflicial Visit 
to Hawaii—Transportation Secured 
News of Gotham. 

New Tonk, March 13—([Special.}|—The 
body ot the young girl who committed suicide 
by shooting herself in a room in the Coleman 
House yesterday was fully identified this aft- 
ernoon as that of Alice Cozzens, the 18-year- 
oid daughter of Samuel D. Cozzens of No. 
240 West One Hundred and Thirty-sixth street. 

The identification was brought about by the 
discovery of the name of the maker of the 
dress worn by the dead girl.

A sad feature in connection with 
her untimely death is that her father, who is 
a well-known and highly-respected lawyer, 
has been seriously ill and confined to 
his bed for a month He hau only 
been up a couple of days when his daughter 
disappeared. When she did not return home 
Saturday night he started out in search of her, 
and had been looking for her continuously 
until this morning. Miss Cozzens had only 
left school about two years ago. 

Mr. Cozzens is President of the Franco- 
American Patent Can -~Upeser company of No, 
165 Duane street. On hearing of his daugh- 
ter’s death he left his office at once without 
saying a word and went to his home. 

motive for the suicide has not yet full 

developed. Miss Cozzens was young, — 
some, graceful, and accomplished, She was 
the only child, Her parents idolized her. 
She had wealth, position, and a happy home. 
Her dearest friend was her mother. She had 
few acquaintances and no intimate friends. 
She was not fond of men’s society. Her 
health was always good. She was sprightly 
and vivacious in manner. And yet there are 
many th:ngs to be explained before the motive 
that impelled this young girl to take her life 
will be known.

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CITY TO FURNISH REPORTERS BADGES. 


Action by the Council for the Protection of 
Public, Police, and Press. 

Representatives of local newspapers and 
press associations will hereafter be provided 
with a badge issued by the Chief of Police. 
For years city editors have been anxious to 
do away with the stars formerly worn by re- 
porters, These stars have been duplicated by 
irresponsible persons and the public has often 
been imposed upon by men who had no con- 
nection whatever with any newspaper. Ald, 
Madden, at their request, introduced an ordi- 
nance providing for the change in the Council 
last night. It was passed unanimously and 
goes into effect at once. Following is the text 
of the ordinance in full: 


Sec. 2. All badges shall be uniform in design as 
to size, shape, ™aterial, and style of lettering and 
numbering, each badge shall bear the name 
of the newspaper or press association and its 
proper serial number. 

Sec. 3. The Superintendent of Police shall file 
and preserve all requisitions for badges. He 
shall keep a record book in which he sh enter 
the number of each badge issued and the name 
of the person to whom it is issued and the news- 
paper or press association upon whose requisi- 
taon the same was issued. Provided that not more 
than 100 badges shall be issued to the representa- 
tives of any one newspaper or press association 
at any one time. 

Sec. 4. Such badge shall entitle the authorized 
wearer, when in the pursuit of itimate news, 
to such privileges as the police and other public 
authorities may be justified in granting. 

Sec. 5. The fee for issuing each badge shall be 
an amount approximately equal to the cost of 
such badge and W per cent of such cost in addi- 
tion thereto, but there shall be no fee for reissu- 
ing the same ° 

Sec. 6. Whenever any person to whom a badge 
has been issued shall be guilty of a misuse of such 
badge, or of an abuse of the 8 conferred 
thereby, such badge shall taken from such 


person. 

Sec. 7. No person shall be entitled to the privi- 
leges conferred by such badges who shall not have 
obtained the same in the manner herein provided. 
Any person who shall obtain or attempt to obtain 
any privileges by the misuse, fraudulent use, 
duplication, or counterfeit of such badge or who 
shali in any wise impose upon the police or other 

ublic authorities by means of such badge shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction shall be fined not less than $10 nor 
more than $100. 

Sec. 8 Any person who shall duplicate or coun- 
terfeit any badge or badges adopted by the Su- 
perintendent of Police as provided herein for the 
purpose of obtaining or enabling others to obtain 
any of the privileges accorded to the authorized 
wearers of such badges shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and upon covviction shall be 
fined not less than $25 nor more than $200. 

Soc. 9. This ordinance shall bein force from and 
“after its passage. 

The ordinance will be of as much benefit to 
the police as to the newswapers, Numbers of 
these irresponsible young men with badges 
which they have no right to wear crowd 
through the lines at fires, getting in the way 
of firemen and interfering with everyone who 
has legitimate business there, There are 
many other ways in which the police have 
been annoyed in the past by persons with 
fraudulent badges, which this ordinance will 


do away with. 
HAWAII AS SEEN BY A PHYSICIAN, 


Dr. Day Says Published Statements About 
the People Are Grossly Exaggerated. 

Dr. F. R. Day, one of the leading physi- 
cians of Honolulu, H. L, in a letter to C. D. 
Irwin of Irwin, Green & Co. gives some in- 
teresting information directly contradicting 
the statements as to the undesirable popula- 
tion of Hawaii and surrounding islands pub- 
lished in anti-annexation newspapers in Chi- 
cago and other cities. Dr. Day says the un- 
friendly accounts are grossly exaggerated and 
that the criminal and pathological history ot 
Honolulu will stand as close an inspection as 
that of Chicago or New York. Dr. Day says: 

The Hawaiian race, like all dark races, does 
not stand civilization. It is rapidly disappear- 
ing, and I have no doubt that the white man’s 
vices are largely to blame for it. Alcohol and 
leprosy contribute their share. So does con- 
sumption, and the total 1 the simplest 
laws of health, and especially the general disre- 

ard of self-evident needs in case of sickness. The 
Hawatiens are brought up from infancy to do as 
they please, not as they ought. Another im- 
portant factor in the alarming mortality is the 
„Kahuna.“ or native medicine man. There is no 
doubt that the mass of Hawaiians, in spite of 
years of Christian teaching, still cling, secretly 
if not openly, to their old_superstitions. Dr. 
Herbert of the Government District Physicians 
says: The ‘kahuna’ is the curse of the Hawaiian 
race. By maltreatment and no treatment, but 
by secreting patients away from the authorities, 
he may be classed as a cause of death among the 
Hawaiians, and I honestly believe the chief 
cause. ‘ 

Now as to the leprosy question. There were 
1,115 lepers at the leper settlement April 1, 1892. 
This includes all but the mild and harmless 
cases under medical surveillance. Deaths aver- 
age fifteen a month at the leper settlement. The 
disease is on the decrease now. Consumption 
carries away in Honolulu alone seven cases 
every month. The population of Honolulu is 
only one-quarter of the inbabitants of the islands, 
so it is safe to say the total loss is fourteen a 
month. That makes the loss from consumption 
equal that from leprosy. The danger of acquir- 
ing leprosy, even when in constant contact with 
lepers, is slight, provided certain simple rules 
about versonal cleanliness are observed. Nurses 
and physicians have the care of levers for years, 
but seldom become victims of the disease. pers 
are not seen on the streets. During my five and 
one-half years of residence here not more than 
one-half dozen tepers, and those in the early 
stages of the disease, have come under my ob- 
servation.

WOULD CLOSE THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


Members Realize the Fall Significance of 
Representative Kent’s Measure. 

Board of Trade members have just realized 
the purport of Representative Kent's bill, in- 
troduced in the Legislature Feb, 7, entitled 
An act to prevent gambling in grain, beef, 
pork, lard, or provisions by corporations, 
brokers, or others. Having comprehended 
its full significance they are taking energetic 
steps to secure its defeat, for if that bill were 
to become alaw the Board of Trade would 
have to close its doors. The Kent bill provides 
that a warehouse receipt must accompany 
each transaction, and that unless such a re- 
ceipt does pass the trade shall be unlawful. 
Every firm or corporation shall keep a book 
giving the details of every trade, which shail 
be open to the inspection of ene State’s-Attor- 
ney or grand jury. An offer to buy or sel 
even if atrade is not made, shall be deem 
acrime. Heavy penalties are provided for 
violations of the provisions of the bill. Mem- 
bers of the board call the measure a sand- 
bagging scheme. While they say they do not 
fear it will become a law they will every- 
thing possible to insure its defeat. They will 
take no chances.

two of which are to be stationed at Lime Kiln 
Crossing, which, it tarns out, is wholly within 
the jurisdiction of Canada, Furthermore, it 
was shown that there are in Canadian waters 
fifty buoys, placed there by the United States 
as a means of protection to lake commerce, 
Dredging has also been carried on under the 
direction of the United States Engineer Corps 
for a distance of 2,400 feet at Lime Creek 
Crossing, every fout of which is within the 
boundaries of Canada. When attention was 
called to this fact by the United States Gov- 
ernment, the retort from Canada was that it 
was no more than the United States should do 
in the interest of its own commerce, 


NOT ACTUATED BY REVENGE, 


Cancellation of Timber Cutting Permits 
Had No Reference to Marcus Daly. 

Wasumorox, D. C., March 13.—[Special. ]— 
Officials of the Interior Department deny that 
there is any favoritism or revenge in canceling 
the permit issued to the Bitter Root Develop- 
ment company of Missoula County, Mont., to 
cut 50 per cent of the timber on public lands. 
When tne law was passed it was regarded with 
doubt by the department. It is claimed that 
permits given have been abused, and that the 
department will probably cancel them all. 
Only the most flagrant ones have so far been 
shut off. It is claimed here that the depart- 
ment knew nothing about the Marcus Daly 
properties and could not therefore have been 
actuated by a spirit of getting even because he 
prevented the eiection of a Democratic Sena- 
tor. 


VARIOUS NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 


Decision on Which Letter-Carriers Will 
Get Pay for Overtime. 


Wasuinetor, D. C., March 13.— [Special. 
After a long fight the letter- carriers haye won 
their case, They will get pay for overtime, and a 
good many hundred thousand dollars will have 
to be taken out of the Treasury Department to 
pay them. Postmaster-General Wanamaker never 
believed that they would win, as he took a bnsi- 
ness view of it. The United States Supreme 
Court today affirmed the judgment of the Court 
of Claims in favor of the ietter-carriers. The 
question was whether or not the eight-hour pro- 
vision as applied to letter-carriers meant an aver- 
age of eight hours a day for a week, the depart- 
ment holding that any deficit in eight hours 
Sundays or other days could be set off against an 
excess over eight hours on other days. The court 
rules that this cannot be done, and that the car- 
riers are entitled to extra pay. for any overtime on 
any single day. 

Facts for Financiers, 

It is interesting to note the absolute accuracy 
which the government requires before it will re- 
ceipt for light-weight coin. Only a short time ago 
a consignment of gold was received at tne Treas- 
ury Department from San Francisco. The gold 
came in heavy canvas bags, andinan aggregate 
ofa 9 . of a million dollars of gold it was 
found that it was nine cents light in weight. The 
Cashier of the Treasury bad to make good the 
deficiency of nine cents, but the bars themselves 
were sent tothe assay office at Philadelphia, and 
at an expense of probably a hundred times the 
amount of light weight. the bags were burnt, the 
gold was recovered from the bags by a smelting 
process, and returned to the Cashier, who in the 
end lost nothing.

DENOUNCES JUSTICE COURT 


Peter Van Vlissingen Gives an Instance of 
How Cases Are Treated, 

The inexplicable methods of the Justice of 
the Peace courts of Chicago are illustrated by 
the apparently interminable length of some 
of the cases brought. An instance was re- 
lated yesterday to a reporter for Tun Trrsunn 
by Peter Van Vlissingen, the real estate man. 

„Some time in January a suit was com- 
menced against me in Justice Severson’s 
court by Aid. Philip Jackson for $142 under 
the fraudulert debt statute, the claim being 
made that I had agreed to that amount of 
indebtedness of one Frederick Schumacher. 
I never owed any such money or entered into 
such agreement, but was ready for trial at the 
time set. H. L. Irwin, an attaché of my 
office, was made codefendant and we ap- 
peared in court, accompanied by a stenogra- 
pher, prepared to fight the case, 

“ The plaintiff secured a continuance twice 
and finally when the case was called was com- 
pelled to take a non-suit.. Jackson immedi- 
ately commenced a new suit on the same 
cause, but the case has been continued five 
times without our being able to obtain a trial. 
Once or twice the plaintiff has appeared, but 
the majority of the continuances have been 
secured by letter to Justice Severson. Once 
we agreed to a continuance, but every other 
time the case has been called we have been 
prepared for trial. : 

Finally the case was called last Saturday 
and we found a letter from Jackson's attor- 
bey, Mr. Hogan of Case, Hogan & Case, an- 
nouncing that he was engaged in acase before 
a Master in Chancery and requesting another 
continuauce. We objected and entered a mo- 
tion for change of venue. Contrary to all law 
and statutory provision, which gives a motion 
for change of venue precedence over anything 
except a regular motion, Justice Severson re- 
fused to admit our motion and granted an- 
other continuance. 

„Where this case will end heaven only 
knows. So far my expense, covering attor- 
ney’s fees, cost of stenographer, and loss of 
time to myself and Mr. Irwin, will reach the 
amount involved, and yet we can beat them on 
trial. Ishould like to know if Justice Sever- 
son can overthrow the statutes, and how far 
such a thing can be carried?

A FAILURE AT BOSTON. 


ATKINSON HOUSE FURNISHING OOM- 
PANY FOROED TO ASSIGN. 


Liabilities Estimated at $1,500,000; Nom- 
inal Assets Double That Sum—President 
of the Conipany Says He Was in the 
Bull Ring and Stringency in the Money 
Market Caused the Crash—Concern Has 
Branches in Fourteen New England 
Cities—Other Business Troubles. 


Boston, Mass., March 12—The Atkinson 
House Furnishing company,; with fourteen 
branches in other New England cities, has 
made an assignment to Charles F. Livby of 
Portland and Costello C. Converse of Boston. 
President Isaac H. Atkinson says the liabili- 
ties are $1,500,000 and the assets are estimated 
at $3,000,000, The trouble was caused by the 
stringency in the money market and inability 
to meet a call loan Saturday. Last year the 
company did a business of $8,000,000. Presi- 
dent Atkinson says the firm will probably pay 
ite debts in full, While the greatest portion 
of the indebtedness is to firms in Boston and 
its vicinity, there are a number of creditors in 
New York, Philadelphia, and Chicago. 

The Atkinson House Furnishing company is 
a Maine corporation and has been doing a 
large business with its various branches, its 
headquarters being at Portland. The assignees 
have already taken measuree to preserve the 
property intact for the creditors, and have 
taken possession of the assets in several 
States, and as soon as necessary statements 
can be prepared the creditors will be called to- 
gether, 

Mr, Libby is a prominent Portland lawyer 
and well known as counsel for many banks 
and financial institutions, and Mr. Converse is 
equally well known as a man of business ex- 
perience and ability. 

Isaac H. Atkinson, the President of the 
company, has made an assignment of his per- 
sonal property, valued at about $250,000, for 
the benefit of the creditors of the corporation. 
In the opmion of the legal advisers of the 
assignees the indebtedness will be found to be 
much more than $1,500,000, as at first stated, 
and may possibly reach double’ that amount. 
It is not probable that a meeting of creditors 
will be called before ten days or a fortnight. 
B. A. Atkinson, the founder of the corpora- 
tion, retired from the business some time ago 

has no interest in it at the present time. 
Atkinson Takes a Hopeful View. 

President Atkinson was seen at the big 
store of the concern on Washington street to- 
day. Mr. Converse, one of the assignees, was 
also a conspicuous figure in the office quarters 
of the concern. In the warerooms the clerks 
were employed in displaying the goods just 
the seme as if no assignment had been made, 
Mr. Atkinson said: 

“Of course it is a big failure, but I hope 
and have reason 10 believe that the assets will 
more thar cover the liabilities. The fact that 
I have selected two men of such high stand- 
ing and business ability as assignees is suf- 
ficient evidence I think that there has been no 
attempt on my part to do anything to pre- 
vent the creditors from getting as wah 
possible. The stringent money market was 
the cause of allthis. During the last month 
I have been standing in the bull rmg and 
have paid out $188,000 without a dollar of re- 


for $4.200. I had the money in the bank, but 
I could not get at it.“ 

Do yon think you have overestimated or 
underestimated your liabilities when you assert 
that they are but $1,500,000?’ 

"ws don’t think I have underestimated them. 
In fact, I believe they will fall short of $1,500,- 
000. When the corporation was formed it as- 
sumed the liabilities as well as the assets of B. 
A. Atkinson & Co.“ 


was in no position at present to advance any 
information relative to the exact financial 
standing of the corporation. B. A. Atkinson 
was in conference with President Isaac H. At- 
kinson during the morning and this afternoon 
made an assignment to John D. Long. 

The original incorporators began business 
at Portland in August, 1887, the business up 
to that date being a branch of B. A. Atkinson’s 
the management of 
Isaac H. Atkinson. 

B. A. Atkinson received from the new cor- 
poration one-fifth of the 50,000 shares of its 
stock as a bonus for his interest, at which 
time the stock on hand and accounts amounted 
to $197,000. The whole of this property was 
turned over to the new company. 

Dividends Paid. 


Shortly after this the r som was in- 
creased from 2500,000 to $1,000 some 
people in the furniture trade — 4 hold stocks 
and sold both tne Atkinson House Furnishing 
company and B. A. Atkinson & Co., report 
they have received semi-annual dividends of 
5 per cent. The concern upto Jan. 1, 1898, 
had issued 60,406 shares of stock, 39,594 shares 
being at that time unsold. Jan. 1, 1893, the as- 
sets of the corporation in the outside stores 
were stated to be $1,188,982 and the liabilities 
besides capital stock $560, 204, 

Since the combination was formed and the 
consolidated company removed its head- 
quarters to Boston maay of the manufactur- 
ers of New England who had been. selling B. 
A. Atkinson & Co. and the present corpora- 
tion have been requestec to take blocks of 
stock ranging from $1,000 to $10,000, the trad- 
ers being reminded that if they could stay in 
the incorporation they would be likely to re- 
ceive the bulk of the trade in their lines; but 
the company reserved the right to buy goods 
where it pleased; however, prices between 
stockholders and non-stockholders being 


would receive the company’s business. 

Financial men of Boston and New England 
looked upon the scheme with more or less 
criticism and doubt, as it was rumored that 
many of the leases of the concern are pledged 
to money-lenders in New England for loans at 
a high rate of interest.

EAST-BOUND RAILROAD SHIPMENTS. 


Freight Blockades Being Cleared Up—Much 
Improvement Noted, 


East-bound freight business is slowly but 
steadily improving. The fine weather that 
prevailed last week helped materially in clear- 
ing up the freight blockades which have em- 
barrassed the railroads for the last two or 
three months and prevented them from work- 
ing their lines to their full capacity. A few 
days more of such fine weather as that of the 
last week will get the roads in excellent shape

The total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago through to seaboard 
points and for export by the various Central 
Traffic Association roads during the last week 
amounted to 53,089 tons, against 61,424 tons 
for the week previous and 47,654 tons for the 
corresponding week last year.

He so successfully defiea Tammany that the 
organization was compelled to make terms 
with him, and he was believed to have his face 
set surely towards the Mayor’s chair and after 
that to higher office. Many others are ill, and 
if it were not for some of the amusing experi- 
ences which the Tamimany delegation had they 
would have found that the honor they did 
Cleveland entailed most uncomfortable pen- 
al ties. At the Manhattan club last night a 
group of Tammany men were narrating to 
some of their friends some of those things 
which they saw, and perhaps the experience 
which caused most comment was one with 
which Gen. Tracy, the Congressman from the 
Albany district, was associated. Tracy has 
been one of the most ardent of Cleveland 
men. He was the only anti-spapper Con- 
gressman elected. He defied Hill and Flower 
in the Capital City and has spoken with con- 
tempt of the State boss, Senator Edward 
Murphy. It has been expected that the Cleve- 
land contingent in this State would only be 
able to reach the ear of Cleveland through 
the lips of Tracy and it has been suggested 
to those who desire office that they make the 
General their spokesman, 

Therefore it was with amazement that some 
of these men saw Gen. Tracy in the lobby of 
the hotel in Washington, his eyes blazing with 
indignation, his face white, and his anger so 
great that he c.uld hardly speak. They may 
entirely misrepresent the General in this anec- 
dote, but this is whut they assert took place: 
Some one asked the General what the matter 
was, and when his anger would permit him 
to speak be said, as reported: I will never 
go into the White House again until I have 
received an apology. The treatment which 
I received is little short of an insult.“ He 
would make no further explanation. If this 
anecdote is true, and it was told by the men 
who claimed to have had the conversation 
with Tracy, it certainly bears out what I have 
frequeutly reported, and that is a disposition 
on Mr, Clevelana’s partto ignore and repel 
that orgauization which has gloried for a year 
— belief that it made his nomination pos- 
sible. 

» Tammany has had no such experience 
with Cleveland, said one of the Manhattan 
club men. “Every Tammany man who 
called upon him was well received. He was 
cordial to Croker and Murphy and polite 
enough to Hill himself. It is strange that the 
men who are now ‘Kicking’ are the men who 
thonght themselves his special friends, They 
are the men who set cut to ‘down’ Tammany 
and the State Democracy. Fairchild has whim- ‘ 
pered, Tracy has got angry, and if this sort of 
thimg goes on Tammany will before long have 
reason to iove Cleveland for the enemies he 
has made,”’ 

‘Rockefeller in Railroads. 


Those who should know say that William 
Rockefeller was the aggressive force that 
broughtthe Boston and Maine rariroad peopie 
into yielding mood at the conferences which 
took place between the representatives of that 
corporation and those who had in charge the 
interests of the Vanderbilts, or the New Tork 
and New Haven railroad property. The occa- 
sion furnished some supplementary chapters 
to the sensational story of the Readmg and 
its deals, which has been running tor a year. 
I indicated some time ago the probability 
that the Vanderbilts would be revealed ulti- 
mutely as controlling the entire New England 
railway system, and by these co. ferences of 
last week a vast step has been taken 
towards this result. As this latest 
deal is represented to the public 
it draws a sort of railway Mason 
and Dixon’s line across New England, from 
Massachusetts Bay to Albany, and the avowed 
Vanderbilt interests are permitted to control 
all of the traffic developed south of that line, 
whi.e the Boston and Maine will have the 
tield north of it to themselves. This is really 
a distinction without a difference, tor the line 
of separation itseif, which is the Boston and 
Albany railroad, is in such close and sympa- 
thetic relations with the Vanderbilts that it is, 
strictly speaking, a feeder to and a dependent 
upon their Western system, while there is 
little doubt that friendly to the Vanderbilts 
are some of the largest holders of Boston and 
Maine stock. In fact, only recently a Van- 
derbilt man was chosen to the directory of 
this system. :

Berry Wall straightened up, 
looked sternly at the man who dared 
make this proposition, and then said: I have 
been sweetened with sugar, I have been stu- 
pefied with gas, a few weeks ago I was stran- 
gied with cordage, and I have been paralized 
with whisky, and if you suppose there is any- 
thing left of me for further experience of 
this sort you know me better than I do my- 
self,“ and there was quite as much of truth 
as there was sarcastic humor in this com- 
ment, and the experience has not been pecul- 
iarly that of Berry Wall, Some of the brok- 
ers think that the time is coming when the 
tamous deposed king of the dudes will cause 
ye as much comment upon the streets as he

GREATER CONFIDENCE 


IMPROVEMENT IN GENERAL TONE, 
BUT NOT IN THE MONEY MARKET. 


An Easier Feeling Developed in the Board 
of Trade Markets—The Wheat and Corn 
Visible Supply Figures Increase — Pro- 
visions Easy in Sympathy with the 
Lower Prices of Hogs at the Yards— 
General Coitmmercial and Financial 
News from Other Centers. 8 

There is improvement in the general tone of 
the situation. This improvement is marked by a 
considerable return of confidence, but not yet hy 
any easier condition of the money market, Peo- 
ple seem inclined to take the view that the worst 
is over for the present. They have seen the gold 
reserve get down to nearly the $100,000,000 limit 
and are watching it rapidiy build up again. They 
have seen an excessively tight money market 
here and elsewhere and seriously shaken public 
confidence, but out of none of these unfavorable 
conditions has come anything more than passing 
embarrassment. An enormous volume of business 
continues to be done, a volume waich surpasses by 
considerable the business of a year ago. And- 

all this business is being done without any seri 
ous hampering by the unfavorable condition of 
national finances. A good many business-men are 
heard to say that it looks as if they had been 
more frightened than hurt and they are inclined 
to the view that there is to be improvement from 
now op. The local money market is pretty near- 
ly as tight as ever, however. At some of the 
largest banks yesterday few loans were m ade be 
low 7 per cent, and the bankers are discouraging 
borrowers from increasing the line of loans 
wherever possible. The commercial paper mar- 
ket shows a little improvement, but none of that 
improvement comes from local buying yet. The 
city banks are fully occupied in taking care of 
their regular customers and are buying practical- 
ly no commercial paper at all. 

The stock market was dull and quotations as a 

rule were steady. Fluctuations of thé speculative 

stocks were in unusually narrow limits. est 

Chicago opened at 198.

PROPOSED LAW FOR TEXAS. 


What Is to Constitute Permissible Murder 
in the Lone Star State. 

The Boston Advertiser thinks it would be a 
mistake and an injustice to allege that the 
Teras people are uncivilized, bloodthirsty, 
and utterly reckless of the safeguards of the 
law. They are willing, even anxious, to ob- 
serve the law and respect established forms of 
procedure—provided these forms correspond 
with the promptings of their moral nature and 
are congruous with the stage of civilization 
they have reached. They are determined to 
bave no more lynching and illegal fiendish 
spectacles; they hu ve repented and are ready to 
obey the law, or alaw rather. The law which 
wer Fnpanyey to be 17 to obey is em- 

ied in a bill which is now before their Leg- 
islature. ‘The bill amends the law as to per- 
mussible homicide, and provides that the hom- 
icide must take place before the offense is 
actually committed by the party killed, ex- 
cept in the case of rape the ravisher may be 
killed t any time within sixty days of the 
date of the commission of the offense. An- 
other provision is that it may be permissible 
to prove that tho person killed has been guilty 
ofrape within sixty days immediately pre- 
ceding the killing, and that the defendant 
knew, or had reason to believe, that 
this person killed had been 
ilty of rape within that time. 
or ill lynching, the people virtually seek 
to substitute legal lynching, thus showing at 
bottum, law, order, and regularity are as dear 
to them asto any other community. To be 
sure, they .»tend to dispense with trial by jury, 
with the safeguards thrown around accused by 
the laws of all civilized countries, and with 
all forms generally considered necessary ; 
they repudiate the fundamental principle that 
convictidn should take place when no reason- 
able doubt of guilt remains in the minds of 
twelve men properly selected to try the case, 
and declare that anybody has a right to kiil 
when he has reason to believe n certain 
thing; but ali this is relatively unimportant.
